.. A Tret SEANCE sy Mis, Crixpie REYNOLDS. — 
The uadersigned, several of them by particular 
invitation, attended a special test seance held by 
Mrs: Crindle Rey nold's, for spirit materialization, 
this evening, January 7th, 1882, at her.rooms, No.' 
351 West 34th street, in this. city. "The manifesta- 
tions were unusually striking and beautiful, and 
presented: the most; convincing tests of genuine- 
nesa. in justice to Mrs: Reynolds, we. certify to 
the following statement of facts ; 3 l 
-The cabinet. was of the. simplest character, be- 
ing formed by the suspension of a curtain of black 


" müslin at one of the corners of the room, entirely 


inaccessible except by drawing the curtain, which 


- opeued in the middle and at each side, As this 


curtain did not extend to the ceiling, the enclos-: 


. ure. was quite open above. The walls behind 


were partly covered with black muslin, but a pre-

"The seance lasted between two and three lours, 
during which time a large number of forms ap- 
peared, presenting a most remarkable diversity 
of stature, figure, expression of face, tones of the 
voice, and other elements of personality, while 
the costumes were also equally diverse, both in 
style and material, some of it being exceedingly 
elaborate; rich and beautiful. 

Several times the curtain was withdrawn at the 
side where the medium was sitting entranced, 
and the light, by the control's request, turned up 
fully, so that she could be clearly seen with her 
dress unchanged; and within five seconda of the

change of costume by the medium, so as to per- 
sonate the spirit, was obviously an absolute im- 
possibility. "- 

On one occasion two spirit forms—females 
draped in white—appeared simultaneously, and 
remained for'some time (from five to ten minutes) 
distinctly in view, both. móving indepeudently 
from one side to the other, so as to be plainly vis- 
ible to every member of the circle. One of them, 
while they stood together, touk a pencil from the 
table standing in front of the curtain,.and wrote 
her name on à piece of paper which lay there. 
The name was recognized, us well as the spirit 
herself, by one of the ladies in the circle, though' 
the lady's hugband failed to recognize the spirit. 
The light was quite strong during the whole of 
this interesting manifestation. 

Mr. Kromann, Third Oflicer of the steamship 
Allemania, whose name is here appended, stated 
that he recognized distinctly in one of the forms 
that appeared, the likeness of his bride, who 
passed away in Germany about sixteen years ago; 
also, in another form, his cousin, Miss Conradina 
Brandt, who deceased in Germany in March, 1867. 
(He said April; but the spirit, corrected him, say- 
ing March). The latter wasa most beautiful fig- 
ure, richly dressed in Wwhite—the robe being a 
kind of silver-figured satin. She was addressed 
in German by her cousin, and replied in the same 
language. This form remained in view a consid- 
erable time, greeting her cousin very affection- 
ately, and inviting every member of the circle to 
approach her and receive a kindly salutation. 

The most striking figure, however, was that 
which purported to be the materialized spirit of 
the noted actress, Julia Dean Hayne. She Came 
in^thé costume of a particular character—with a 


close white dress, with a gorgeous blue satin 
basque. A part of the time ghe wore a long white 
gauze veil, depending from the.tiara. She her- 
self asked to have the light turned up, so that 
what seemed to be rows of sparkling jewels on 
the front of her dress might be seen; and the di- 
rector of the seance, having complied with her 
request, the gas jet Set the paper shade on fire, 
which flamed up directly in: front of. the spirit, 
who stood facing it, and gazing upat it, for several 
seconds. 

It is proper to say that the light, during the 
great part of the manifestations, was sufficiently 
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visited. the médium before, arit were on a, 
friendly, familiar footing with Mr. Gruff, Starlight, 
Effie and other alleged'spirita. Our seance lasted 
more than two hours, and muéh of it seemed to 
me to be tedious, "There was too much singing. 
This was ostensibly to harmonize the circle, and 
was usually led offby yóung Mr. Crindle, a son of 
the medium, who attended the door and adjusted 
ithe light as Mr. Gruff desired. It was noticeable 
that immediately after any " materialization " the- 
singing was promptly started, and'it was loud 
enough to drown any smaller noise. in the so- 
called cabinet, There Mrs. Crindle-Reynolds was 
supposed to be sitting alone, except the presence 
of spirits out of the body, The cabinet had been 
previously examined, but the medium had not. 
Why should she not have invited a committee of 
ladies to search the clothing she had on? Mr. 


medium. He directs everything, and he talksa 
good deal, but he never speaks when any one else 
is speaking. Little Effie is another voluble talker, 
but no voice ever interrupts her. Her voice is 
very different from Mr. Gruff's, and exoeedingly 
like that of White Feather, one of Mrs, Cate's 
“influences.” . Starlight speaks in a loud whisper. 
When she basihe horn performance, in which 
there is a playful struggle with Mr. Gruff for its 
possession, that is precisely like the same struggle 
in other seances, conversation and all (as I have 
been informed). She gets several feet away from 
the cabinet. She materializes very substantially, 
for her tread jarred the floor of the room. While 
she was some feet distant from Mr. Gruff, as I 
supposed, I lifted up my own voice and asked Mr. 
Gruff to speak from the cabinet. He did not speak, 
nor did he afterward allude to the interruption. 
He “materialized” later in the evening, but at 
that time was entirely mum. I had a great desiré 
to hear two spirits speak at the same time, but 
there was not power enough I suppose, or they 
were too well bred. Thefé were some occurren- 
ces that I could not account for, though in the 
presence of so much that was not satisfying, I am 
not prepared to say the spirits did it.. The medi- 
um. was dressed in black ::she had not been in the

There are other-simple devices 
that could be made tests, and that are go obviously 
harmless that any medium who would not accept 
them should step down and out with no delay. 
From all I saw, and from all I hear of Mrs, Crin- 
dle-Reynolds, I am inclined to think she mixes 
mediumship and fraud. I would gladly: believe 
otherwise if I could. There can be "but one opin- 
ion of such performances among honest seekers 
after truth. To take money from the publie for 
alleged glitnpses of heaven and the angels, giving 
them instead an empty masquerade, is an infamy 
that should not only be discountenanced by Spirit- 
ualists, but they should gladly expose and condemn 
it. Honest mediums have nothing to fear; their 
patronage willincrease ten fold. —.- ^. o0
